He expressed himself as filled with hope 
by what he found growing there between influential French and 
Algerians. 

General Valluy, Commander-in-Chief of the NATO forces. 
Central Europe, who visited Caux two weeks ago, said, "I have 
been very struck by the way of life, the ideological plays, 
and the outlook I have seen here. We will give you our help 
in every domain. We shall go on the same road. " 

General Stehlin, Deputy Chief of the French Defense 
Staff, who was with General Valluy, said, "I have been deepljr 
impressed by all that has happened here.... If we can unite 
the ideological and military factors, we will have a real 
defense of freedom,"

this work, which I personally am convinced holds the one great 
hope for a basic and lasting answer to our deepest national 
and international problems in every field.
